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The type locality of humboldti is considerably east of the known distribu- 
tion of any species with similar genitalia. The other species are from Cali- 
fornia and almost without exception from the coastal region of southern 
California. 
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PSYDRUS PICEUS LeCONTE FROM ARIZONA 
(COLEOPTERA: CARABIDAE) 


To my knowledge the following are the first published records of 
Psydrus piceus Lec. from Arizona: Cochise County, Chiricahua Mountains, 
Rustler’s Park, 7-VIII-48, G. E. Ball, 8500’ (1); Apache County, 3 miles 
north of Alpine on U. S. Highway 666, 8-9-VIII-69, G. E. and K. E. Ball, 
8100 (3); Navaho County, Pinetop, 3-VIII-73, Scott McCleve, 7000’ (1). All 
5 specimens were found under the bark of pine logs. I thank Dr. Ball for
